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NEAR NEW CLASH 


Roosevelt Is Dissatisfied with 
Conditions as Revealed by 
Civic Bodies’ Inves- 
tigation. 


LABEL MAY BE WITHHELD 


Secretary Wilson and Staff of In- 
spectors Arrive in Chicago to 
Make a Thorough In- 
quiry at Yards. 


Another clash is Imminent betweem. Pres- 
ident Roosevelt and the Chicago packers. 

This came to Nght yesterday whem Secre- 
tary Wlison of the department of agriculture, 
having established himself at the Auditorium 
with the staff of experts whom he has 
brought here to revise the meat inspection 
bureau, gave out an interview in which he 
expressed in measured terms his ** disa p- 
pomtment” at the grudging spirit in which, 
he said, the Chicago packers are meeting the 
demand for reform. | 

He went further, and questioned the sin- 
cerity of their declaration that they wanted 
gevernment inspection. He said dryly that 
it looked to him as if they wanted “an- 
other fight,’”’ and then he let it be known, 
by thé faintest hunching up of his brdad 
shoulders, that the government was ready 
to give them one rather than accept any 
halfway measures in the amelioration of 
conditions surrounding the meat industry. 


Studies Manufacturers’ Refiort. 


Indirectly the report of the Manufactur- 
ers’ association is responsible for the situa- 


| tion. Ever since its publication Saturday 


morning the secretary and his department 
heads have been making a close study of 
it, ine by line. They found it anything but 
a “ whitewash.” They expected to discover 
evidence that these plants were being made 
the equal of the abattoirs abroad. They 
found, apparently, petty economy instead. 

“Tt seems to me that the packers of Chi- 
cago have not yet learned thelr lesson,” 
said the secre-ary, speaking slowly, to allow 
the pencil to keep pace. ‘“* This report of 
the experts retained by the Illinois Manu- 
facturers’ association and the Chicago Com- 
mercial association is eloquent of their eva- 
sions. It seems to us that the packers have 
had ample time, if they were so disposed, 
to launch much greater improvements, for 
irstance, in the ganitary conditions of their 
plants. 

Sanitation Not Yet Effective. 

** Here in this report we find mention made 
of toilet rooms ventilating into the work- 
rooms. That will never do, The sarfftary 
improvement of those plants must be on a 
broad, effective scale, if the United States 
is to permit the use of its guarantee label. 

“Apparently some of them are trying to 
economize in defiance of the demands of 
congress that they bring their plants up to 
modern standards. Such a policy is a mis- 
take—I repeat it, it is a mistake—and can 
only result in the undoing of the halfway 
measures. 

“That is an expensive method in the long 
run. It will do the packers no good to get their 
backs up. Congress has given the depart- 
ment power to Insist upon wholesome condi- 
tions. That power, I have every reason to 
believe, will be exercised.’’ 

‘** There will be no controversy between the 
government and the packers,’’ went on the 
secretary. “‘ That won’t be necessary. In 
the event that they object to our close Inspec- 
tion of their canned products, for Instance, 
there will be no label forthcoming. That is 
all there is to it. 

*“*I want to emphasize finally the fact that 
inder the new law there will be a much more 
adequate inspection. At present our men 
do not leave the killing floor. In the future 
they will watch the meat through the dress- 
ing and canning processes. We expect to 
make rigid requirements to conform with the 
best standards in the world,’’ 


Twice as Many Inspectors. 

He said the additional work imposed upon 
the department probably. would necessitate 
double the present number of inspectors. 

This morning) he will preside over a meet- 
ing of the superintendents of federal meat 
inspectors from the different citles through- 
out the west. There will be about thirty 
present from Kansas City, Mo., St. Joseph, 
Mo., Fort Worth, Texas, and other points. 
He will take up with them the new regula- 
tions and ascertain the number of inspectors 
which they will need for their own cities and 
for the neighboring localities at present with- 
out federal inspection, 

‘‘We are handicapped just now by the 
small amount appropriated for meat inspec- 
tion,”’ said the secretary. “ There are hune- 
dreds of packing plants all over the country, 
some of them worth from $200,000 to $400,- 
000, which nevertheless are counted as 
‘small’ and are without inspection. We 
hope to give every one of them a chance to 
secure the government label when their goods 
are up to grade. There will be plenty of in- 
spectors to go around by Oct. 1.” 


To Make Critical Inspection. 
After the meeting of the inspection super- 
ntendents, which will consume the better 
cart of two days, the secretary expects to 
nade a careful inspection of one or two of 
the plants—he refused to say which ones— 
ind will then leave for the west, heading for 
whatever territory he finds most in need of 
he department's attention. 

In spite of his differences with the packers, 
he secretary seemed disposed to regard the 
ituation ag rather improved than otherwise 
y the agitation. 

“Tt is a curious fact,” he said, “ that the 
yerage price of meats, counted in gold, has 
ot been’so high for a long time as it isat 
resent. That does not seem to spell starva- 
on for the packer, does it? I don’t pretend 
» say offhand to what extent, if any, the 
ical demand for meat has fallen off, but 

believe that it will prove to be surprisingly 
ght. Quotations on live stock at least show 

o slump on account of the overhauling 
rhich the packing industry has had."’ 

“What do you think has been the effect of 
‘Hdespread publicity of conditions at the 
acking houses following the Neill-Reynolds 
eports?’ Secretary Wilson wasasked. “ Do 
ou believe, as the packers have complained, 
nat it wil be a lasting blow to the American 
neat industry, especially in foreign coun- 


ries 7”

Siys Publicity Is Good. 
“In the ad,”’ sald he, “ it will be found that 
al this pwlicity has been a good thing, not 
aly for th consumer but for the packers.

Hurled Fifteen Feet by Auto. 

The girl victim is Lulu Schmitt, 2340 Wa- 
bash avenue, daughter of C. L. Schmitt, a 
baker. She was crossing the avenue behind 
a buggy traveling south when the auto, com- 
ing from the south, struck her and hurled 
her fifteen feet. Dr. J. Kercher, 2316 Indi- 
ana avenue, said the girl will recover. 

The car was of sixty horse power and was 
driven by a demonstrator who gave his name 
as “ Williams.’’

The man drew a revolver and, thrusting 
it In her face, once more threatened her life. 
Mrs. Harrington sank to her knees and was 
unconscious when Detectives Mulvihill and 
O'Malley of the Desplaines street. station 
arrived, having heard her screams, 

The miscreant, who held the unconscious 
woman’s wrims, turned the weapon on the 
detectives and would have fired, but O’Malley 
seized the revolver and wrested it from 
him.

BIG STICK TODAY. 


Federal Grand Jury to Begin Inquiry 
Into Oil at Cleveland. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.} 

Cleveland, O., July 8.—[Special.}—The sub- 
poena issued yesterday for John D. Rockefel- 
ler means that if he decides to return to 
Cleveland, or even to the state of Ohio, he 
will do so at the peril of being arrested and 
tried on a charge for which the punishment 
is imprisonment and a fine. If he decides not 
to face the music it may mean that he 
may be exiled in Europe for a long while, 
for even hie presence in the United States 
wquid subject him to the same danger of 
arrest and trial. 

Though it is not expected that the fed- 
eral grand jury, which is to meet at 11 o’clock 
tomorrow morning, will be asked specially 
to indict Rockefeller, still the government 
attorneys will not say that such an indict- 
ment is beyond the pale of possibility. 


All Depends on Jury. 

“They ‘eay that John D. Rockefeller is 
the head of the ofl trust,” sald Oliver B. 
Pagin, who is to draw the indictments which 
the grand jury is expected to return. “ Weill, 
who can tell? 

“I am as much in the dark as any one as 
to what the grand jury will decide to do 
after hearing the evidence. It must be re 
membered that the jurors are the sole Judges 
of the evidence which they hear, and no one 
but themselves can determine upon whom 
to fix the blame. 

“ The government attorneys will have done 
their part when they have presented to the 
jury for its consideration all of the evidence 
bearing upon the crimes which the Standard 


committed. If the grand jurors find good 
grounds for returning Indictments against 
certain persons I am sure they will be no 
respecters of persons where the good of the 
country fs involved.’ | 


To Oust Standard from Ohio. 

The action which has been brought against 
the Standard Oil company in Hancock coun- 
ty ig in reality a suit to drive the oil trust 
out of the entire state, County Prosecutor 
David is closely related to the attorney gen- 
eral in the conduct of this case. 

Not only is it intended to drive the oil trust 
out, but it is aleo the purpose to secure the 
punishment of those executive officials of 
the Standard Oll company who are responsi- 
ble for the violation of the anti-trust laws. 

The case is brought before Judge Banker 
in the Probate court, who, under a new law 
passed by the last Ohio legislature, is em- 
powered to try cases where the offense con- 
sists of a felony or misdemeanor upon in- 
formation being filed with the court by the 
county prosecutor. Prosecutor David filed 
information that the Standard Ol] company 
is violating the Valentine anti-trust law of 
the state, which cone a misdemeanor, 

" The Standard Ofl attorneys have exerted 
every éffort in their power to get their case 
out of the Probate court. If they must be 
charged with a violation of the Valentine 
law they want the matter brought to the at- 
tention of a grand jury, according to -the 
old method of procedure, for they believe 
that they can successfully mold public opine 
ion so that no grand jury would indict them. 

Anticipating some sort of action in Han- 
coek county, the nominal headquarters of 
the Ohio Oll company, an acknowledged child 
of the Standard—with which it throtties 
competition with independent refiners for the 
product of the Findlay flelds—the attorneys 
for the trust, to the number of about twenty, 
went to Findlay and used the press and 
every other means of publicity that offered 
to foster a public sentiment in favor of the 
Standard Oil company. It wasonly by send- 
ing their own reporters to Findlay that the 
newspapers throughout the state were able 
to find out just what action was being taken 
by the county prosecutor against the Stand- 


ard Oil company. 


Appeals to Probate Court. 
Prosecutor David realized that the work 
of the Standard representatives was telling 
with the people of Hancock county. He was 
afraid he could not get an impartial grand 
jury, so he chose the other course open to 
him and filed information with the Probate 
court. The oil trust’s attorneys at once at- 
tacked the jurisdiction of the court. Judge 
Banker decided a week ago that he had juris- 
diction and issued the necessary warrants 
against the Standard Oil company’s offi-, 
cers. 

Warrant Served on Secretary. 

The law requires that the warrant be 
served on the president of a corporation 
when he can be found, and fn his absence 
the next highest official. In the absence of 
John D. Rockefeller the warrant was served 
yesterday on C. J. Robinson, secretary of the 
company, but Sheriff Groves received in- 
structions from the court to serve Rockefel- 
ler if he could possibly be found before the 
case comes up for trial early in September. 

Should the federal grand jury return an in- 
dictment against Rockefeller it will be nec- 
essary for him to remain in Europe to keep 
out of the clutches of the law. 

The last subpoenas for witnesses to testify 
before the jury were served late last night. 
United States District Attorney Sullivan 
went to his home in Warren to rest before 
the ordeal of this week, but Oliver E. Pagin, 
special attorney, spent the day studying up 
the forms of the indictments. The drafting 
of these indictments will be his special work. 


No More Immunity Baths. 
Federal officials announced today that 
Grammer would not be called as a witness 
before the grand jury. The announcement 
that Grammar would not be called was ac 
companied by @ staternent that the govern- 
ment would not be put in a position where 
any high rallroad official could claim im- 
munity. 

Service was secured today on N. H. Ans- 
pach, head of the tariff and schedule bureau 
of the Lake Shore. Anspach will be asked 
to bring tariff sheets running back a number 


of years.

“I applied for a place as bookkeeper at 
Point Loma and Mrs. Tingley employed me,’ 
he testified. ‘“‘ After a long conversation 
with her alone she said ‘Spots’ employed 
me. ‘Spots’ is her spaniel. Mrs. Tingley 
told me ‘ Spots’ could always tell a lover of 
theosophy at a glance and knew me at once. 
‘Spots’ was given to her, she said, by Mr. 
Judge. 

‘Mrs. Tingley said to me: ‘I know that 
the spirit of Mr. Judge is in ‘‘ Spots,” direct- 
ing this movement.’ ‘ Spots’ is an object of 
reverence to most persons at Point Loma as 
well as to Mrs. Tingley. I never brought her 
books to. balance in all the nine months I 
was there. I was always called off, some- 
times by Mrs. Tingley herself. 


Mummery Disgusts One Helper. 

‘‘ All of the Universal Brotherhood went to 
Holy hill to greet sunrise. I was at Holy 
hill once as a member of the esoteric society 
of theosophy. It was at night and I saw a lot 
of mummery. Men and women were dressed 
in a sort of Grecian robe, which was worn 
over their underclothing. Nostarched cloth- 
ing was allowed. 

“ What caused me to show up the whole 
thing was that I found that they taught a 
succession of teachers—through Confucius, 
Buddha, Jesus Christ; Mohammed, and now, 
greatest of all, Katherine Tingley. She 
claimed she hag power to stay in the spirit 
world, but that she preferred to come back 
here as a savior of humanity.

They taught 
chi:dren that and it. was hard to get the 
notion out of the boys’ heads now. Children 
were sent out barefooted on cold days, as 
Mrs. Tingley said they would not take cold 
as they got electricity from the ground. 


Wins by Appeal to Shaw. 

Ultimately the board at Ellis island decided 
the children must go backtoCuba. Butthey 
had reckoned without Mrs. Tingley. One of 
‘her maxims is: 3 

“The knowledge that we are divine gives 
the power to overcome all obstacles and to 
dare to do right.”’ 

She overcame this obstacle by a personal 
appeal to Secretary Shaw, who overruled the 
Ellis island board and allowed the children 
to go to Point Loma, where they became 
“Lotus Buds” and get up early, every day 
to greet the sun.

OF GREENE FOR KANKAKEE. 


Nebraska Physician Indorsed by Ili- 
nois Medical Prdctitioners, Among 
Them Dr. Frank Billings—His Sys- 
‘tem of Providing Work for Insane 
Patients Will Be Utilized at New 
Post—Chosen Incumbent Was Grad- 
uated from University of Vermont. 


Confirmation of the appointment of Dr. 
James L. Greene as superintendent of the 
Illinois Eastern Hospital for the Insane, 
which was announced by THe TRIBUNE, was 
given yesterday by B. E. Sunny, president of 
the asylum board of trustees.

The Diamond Market. 
Diamonds are still advancing. You will do well to 


South America, in the arrival of the prime 
minister of New Zealand at Oyster Bay, and 
in the forthcoming organization of a commis- 
sion to discuss our relation with the domin- 
ion of Canada. In each of these cases reci- 
procity has been and will be the keynote. 
Prime Minister Ward went to Oyster Bay 
last week for the express purpose of discuss- 
ing the possibility of creating reciprocity tariff 
relations between the United States and New 
Zealand. The New Zealand premier said 
frankly that his parliament stood ready to 
make a horizontal reduction of 10 per cent 


In their tariff on all articles coming from the 


United States. This same preference is given 
to Great Britain as a matter of loyalty to the 
mother country. The proposition is a sig- 
nificant one, and, as it is made on a horizon- 
tal basis, it would be comparatively easy for 
our congress to meet in the same way. 


Secretary Root’s Mission Important. 

Secretary Root has started out for Scuth 
America with the vague purpose of producing 
closer relations between the United States 
and the republics to the south of us. Those 
people are not In sympathy with Americans 
so far as language and history are concerned. 
They will deal with us when we make it 
worth their while to do so, and not other- 
wise. No one understands this fact better 
than Secretary Root.’ He is to make a special 
study of Brazil and Argentina. the two great 
progressive nations of the east coast, with 
which the United States has had at certain 
times the closest relations. 

Néw England wants cheaper hides from 
Argentina. We take most of all the Bra- 
zilian coffee crop, and it would be the sim- 
plest thing in the world to establish a reci- 
procity scheme with that country by putting 
a few cents a pound on coffee and then re- 
ducing the rate in consideration of a re- 
ciprocal concession from Brazil. McKinley 
started that in the Dingley law. and if that 
statute had been left alone by the demo- 
cratic congress of 1894 our trade with South 
America today would be far greater than 
now. 

It almost is a self-evident fact that the 
trip of Secretary Root will have as its prin- 
cipal result an immediate and forcible sug- 
gestion for the institution of reciprocity ar- 
rangements between the United States and 
the South American republics. 


Relations with Canada a Problem. 


When the Alaska boundary question was 
settled by the international boundary com- 
mission, which met in London, there was 
a well defined understanding that, in view 
of the remarkable concession made by Great 
Britain, which practically gave the United 
States all it contended for, and which, of 
course, bitterly disappointed the Canadians, 
there should follow a new attempt to create 
better trade relations between the United 
States and Canada. Sir Wilfrid Laurier and 
others frequently have declared of late that 
the time for reciprocity has gone by, yet 
they have been constantly complaining of 
our tariff regulations, and it isa well known 
fact that if the United States should enact 
a general reciprocity law this country would 
be given the benefit, almost without hesi- 
tation, by Canada of the preferential tariff. 

Reciprocity with Canada is inevitable if 
Wwe want it. A special commission is about 
to proceed to study the question of fisheries 
and seals and similar topics. Out of the 
work of that commission there will almost 
certainly come a more or less direct demand 
for reciprocity. 

With the propositions for reciprocal tariff 
relations from New Zealand, South Ameri- 
ca, Canada, and Mexico almost in sight for 
next fall, it seems practically certain that 
the subject will .be forced upon the short 
session of congress, and if it is there may be 
a chance for the administration to retrieve 
in this way the serious mistakes it-has made 
in the rest of its foreign policy. 


UNION ROW GOES TO COURT. 


Followers of J. F. O’Neill Ask Injunc- 
tion Against Freight Handlers’ 
Executive Board, 


Followers of Joseph F. O’ Neill, former head 
of the freight handlers’ union, who was ex- 
pellied under bribery charges, have taken his 
cause and theirs into court. Members of 
local No. 4, to which O'Neill belonged, and 
which was inclined to remain loyal to him, 
filed a petition on Saturday in the Superior 
court asking that the executive board of the 
international union be restrained from revok- 
ing the charter of the recalcitrant local. It 
is proposed to do this tomorrow, according 
to the officials of No. 4. ' 

Among the defendants are Patrick J. Flan- 
nery, president of the intérnational union: 
John J. Flynn, Edward Gorman, Dennis 
Creedon, Daniel Scannell, Fred-J-Ross, Den- 
nis Culhane, Joseph Mead, J. Ik. Cronin, Jo- 
seph J. Williams, and Albert #reguna.

and mend their ways, and raise their stand- 
ards of cleanliness and sanitation.”’ 

Secretary Wilson then took up one or two 
suggestions made by the Chicago committee 
that inspected the yards. 

“ The suggestion has been made, I see,”’ he 
said, ‘‘ that the condemnation limit for calves 
be cut down from four weeks to ten days. 
Ten days,’’ and the secretary smiled, “*‘ would 
make pretty young veal.’’ 

‘“*As to the suggestion that post-mortem 
examination is more important than live in- 
spection, | would say that both are necessary. 
Ante-mortem inspection is a necessary pre- 
liminary to the quarantining of suspected 
stock. Both inspections have been:required 
in the past, and they will continue in the 
future, but onstricter lines. 

‘‘In the past the government has depended 
on the city and state authorities to inspect 
the yards for violation of the principles of 
sanitation, and it still devolves on the city 
and state to do their part in that respect, but 
we expect to have enough inspectors under 
the new law to have a good deal to say about 
sanitary regulations ourselves.” 


Will Force Use of Screens. 


He was told that the report among other 
things suggested fly screens as a protection 
to the meat against the disease breeding 
pests.

SUICIDE REVEALS TWO WIVES,

Kansas City. Mo., July 8.-[{Special.]—In- 
vestigations by the police aad county coroner 
have revealed the fact that Frank C. Luther, 
secretary and treasurer of the Acme Bedding 
company, who committed suicide yesterday, 
had been living a double life for six years, 
during which he had preserved two separate 
identities without his closest friends and 
business associates being aware of it. 

As Frank C. Luther he lived at 313 West 
Thirteenth street with one wife. As Frank 
Hullman he lived with Mrs. Lilian Hullman 
at 2601 Montgall avenue. 

As Hullman he was understood to be a 
traveling salesman, which necessitated his 
absence from Kansas City most of the time. 
He had lived with Mrs. .iullman six years. 


MAY YET GET VENUE CHANGE. 


Moyer, Haywood, and Pettibone, Steun- 
enberg Murder Suspects, May 
Profit by New Decision. 


Boise, Idaho, July 8.—Attorneys for WiIn- 
fam D. Haywood, secretary; Charles H.

A large crowd had gath- 
ered outside the naval station, having waited 
many hours to see Secretary Root, and the 
houses in the vicinity were filled with spec- 
tators. 

Secretary Root drove in the executive car- 
riage to the palace, escorted by the regiment. 
Mrs. Root, the secretary’s son and daughter, 
and the higher military authorities came in 
other carriages. The secretary subsequently 
reviewed the police from a balcony of the 


palace. : 
Talks of Relief Work. 

A number of prominent citizens’ were 
awaiting the secretary in Gov.

OTOP WORK ON SIDBWALKS 


CEMENT WORKERS’ STRIKE 
SCHEDULED FOR TODAY. 


Miles of Pavement Will Be Left Un- 
finished When Walkout of Laborers 
Materializes—Building Union Igs- 
nores Precedent and Sides with 
Former Antagonists — Steve Sum- 
ner Opposed for Anti-Saloon Cru- 
sade, 


Miles of cement sidewalks under construc- 
tion in Chicago will be left unfinished if a 
strike of cement workers, scheduled to begin 
this morning, materializes. Building plans 
also will be checked through probable sym- 
pathetic action in other trades. 

At a meeting attended by 1,200 members 
of the union yesterday at Halsted and Wess 
Van Buren streets it was decided to insist 
upon the demands filed with employers for 
an advance in wages of 5 cents an hour. A 
few contractors sent word they would agree 
to the higher scale, but the majority of the 
larger cement firms, comprising employers’ 
association members, ignored the demands, 
The union officials expect more than 600 
men to be thrown idle today. 

The Building Laborers’ union took an un- 
usual stand towards Phe proposed strike, ir 
which they are not directly interested. For 
a long time rivalry has existed between the 
two unions over the question as to which 
body of workmen is entitled to perform cer- 
tain parts of cement construct.on work. 


Cement Workers Give Support. 

When the laborers learned that the cement 
men were ready to strike they sent word 
through their president, Herman Lilien, that 
they will not attempt to do any of the work 
about which the controversy has developed. 
This attitude, it was said by contractors, 
may necessitate the discharge of hundreds 
of the laborers. As a resuit it is possible 
a strike of ali the members of the latter union 
may be called to support any men who are 


| discharged. Such a development would tend, 


it is said, to reopen the delicate situation be- 
tween the Associated Building Trades and 
the Building Contractors’ council. 

The cement workers, in defense of their dé- 
mands for a wage increase. cite the case of 
the building laborers, in turn, who receive 
35 cents an hour for work which they assert 
is less difficult. They want an equal scale of 
wages. At present they are getting 30 cents 
an hour. 

Tgy to Oust Steve Sumner. 

“Steve ’’ C. Sumner and his temperance 
crusade among the milk wagon drivers may 
become an important issue in the approach- 
ing election in the International Brother- 
hood of Teamsters. Representatives of 2,500 
drivers @vill hold a conference at which it is 
proposed to lay plans for stopping Sumner’s 
erusade and, incidentally, to demand the 
reform business agent’s resignation. The 
reason for the antagonism towards Sumner 
is the injury which it Is said he is doing to 
the teamsters’ union by keeping drivers 
away from saloons.

But now it is something that almost 
everybody uses. So will it be with cocaine.’ 

“Did you ever. use cocaine yourself?’ 
Brendecke was asked. 

‘Once, about three years ago,’’. was the 
reply. Jj] had some samples sent to me 
to order from. I wanted to find out. what 
brand was. the most pleasant in its effects, 
and I snuffed some. It made my nose so 
coid for half an hour that | hopped about 
like this’’—and the authority on cocaine 
clapped both hands to his nose after the man- 
réer of a man in a blizzard. 

“ There are eighty druggists im Chicago the 
bulk of whose business is cocaine,’ continued 
Brendecke. ‘“‘I should say that about one- 
fourth of my business is in *‘ dope.’ The 
others are not interfered with because they 
‘hand out,’ go I understand I never have 
given anything.’ 


Boy Succumbs Again. 

Miss Binford, at Hull! house, told of the 
latest results of Brendecke’s business.

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WAKE OF FAMINE 


Russian Provinces Are Scenes 


of Disorder Owing to 
Hunger and Want. 


PEASANTS DIE IN COMBAT. 


Drought Broken in Some Quar- 
ters, but Too Late to Save 
Food Supply. 


ST. PETERSBURG, July 8.—Agrarian dts- 
orders and Grought and famine have led to 
riot and bloodshed in various provinces of 
Russia. The peasants in Samara and Sara- 
tov are ina pitiable condition. While im some 
quarters the droughtis broken the rains have 
come too late to save the crops. 

The government relief granaries were emp- 
tied during last year’s famine. The present 
agrarian disorders,.which can be expected to 
grow worse, are due largely to the necessity 
of the peasants seizing food and forage to 
preserve their lives. and save from starvation 
the remainder of t cattle. These disor- 
ders have reached the highest pitch in the 
province of Voronezh, where the troops and 
Cossacks, although in considerable force, are 
practically helpless and on the defensive. 
Many peasants have beer killed or wounded 
in desperate attacks on the military patrols 
and the rural guards. 


Peasants Attack Commissary. 


According to a telegram received here 
from Tambov, peasants on the estate of 
Princess Bariatinsky attacked a commissary 
and a posse of rural police. The commissary 
and four pelicemen were wounded, Inanoth- 
er section of the province of TambBev a body 
of peasants, armed with pitchforks and 
spades, resisted a squadron of dragoons. Be- 
cause of this resistance the troops fired, 
killing three peasants and wounding many 
othefts: At Kedabey, southeast of Tiff_ls, a 
hand to hand fight has occurred between 
Cossacks and an armed band of peasants, 
with the result that several men were killed 
on both sides. 

There has been a fatal encounter Srass- 
nopolsk, in the province of Podotia, between 
rich peasants and poor peasants. The poor 
men were incensed because the rich men 
had sent a telegram to the lower house pro- 
testing against the ‘proposed distribution of 
land. In the fighting one of the wealthy 
peasants killed four:and serfously wounded 
several of the poorer men. 

“Poet Calls to Revolt. 


The Twentieth Century, tormerly the Russ, 
has published a second poem by M. Amfiteat- 
roff, one of Russia’s brilliant journalist- 
poets, entitled, “The New Marseiliaise.”’ 
The paper has been confiscated and probably 
will be suppressed. The verses are dedicated 
to Maxim Gorky and are virtually an appeal! 
to armed revolt. The refrain goes “ Rise to 
your rights, people; array yourselves under 
the red banner.’ The following is a transla- 
tion of a typical verser 
Seize the headman'’s ax and pass sentence to 


slay; 

Quit the plow and grasp the sword and blud- 

geon; 

The Volga weeps blood for the wrongs of the 

people; 

Seek your salvation in mortal combat with the 

oppressors. 

The testimony in the case of Vice Admiral 
Rojestvensky, who is being tried by court 
martial for the surrender of the destroyer 
Bedovi in the battle of the Sea of Japan, has 
been submitted and the addresses of counsel 
probably will be completed tomorrow. 

The testimony has brought out details of 
the cold blooded way in which Capt. Bara- 
noff of the Bedovi abandoned the crews of 
the battleships Oslabia, Kniaz Suvaroff, and 
Alexander IIl. to death by drowning, refus- 
ing to save a single person. The president 
of the court virtually called Capt. Baranoff 
a coward in open sitting. Rojestvensky is 
the only defendant emerging from the iIn- 
vestigation with any credit. He has sub- 
mitted his case, in lieu of pleading by coun- 
sel, in the following words: 

“Sirs: Russia’s fleet has been humil- 
iated; the people have confidence in you. I 
await my punishment.” 

Oppose Agrarian Program. 

In St. Petersburg a thousand workmen 
have met and passed a resolution opposing 
the agrarian program of the group of toil 
in the lower house. They declare that fear- 
ful consequences would ensue if this pro- 
gram became effective, and urge the mem- 
bers of the group to recognize their error 
and coéperate with the social democrats and 
the ‘laborites. 

The first paragraph of the proposed agra- 
rian law—viz.: the augmentation of the lands 
of the peasants by the expropriation of all 
state and crown domains and church and 
monastery lands—has been accepted by the 
commission of the lower house with prac- 
tical unanimity. 
now locked horns over the mode of expro- 
priation and the method of disposal of pri- 
vate estates, and the end is not yet in sight. 


KAISER AND HAAKON EMBRACE. 


German Ruler Arrives at Trondhjem 
and Is Greeted Enthusiastically by 
King and Populace. 


TRONDHJEM, Norway, July 8.—Emperor 
William arrived here this afternoon on the 
Hamburg. King Haakon immediately went 
on board, and the two monarchs embraced 
cordially, kissing each other several times. 
They remained together in the state cabin 
for forty minutes. Afterwards they went 
ashore and drove to the palace amid the 
enthusiastic acclamations of the crowd. At 
the palace the German emperor was greeted 
by Queen Maud, and the little crown prince, 
Olaf, was presented to him. At the end of 
this visit Emperor William returned to the 
Hamburg. He camé ashore later in the 
evening again and attended the gala dinner 
at the palace, The press of Norway com- 
ments on the importance of this visit.

SHOW CITY [3 HEALTHFUL, 


REPORT OF CENSUS BUREAU 
PROVES CHICAGO’S CLAIM. 


Figures Compiled by Government Es-<- 
tablish Fact That Death Rate Here 
from Various Causes Is Lower than 
for Other Cities of Similar Rank— 
One-Fifth Fewer Cases of Mortality 
than in St. Louis — More Vitality 
Among Young. 


Chicago's claim of being preéminently the 
most healthful city in the United States has 
been justified by figures of the government 
census bureau. In the last volume of special 


reports issued by the department it is shown 
that this city outranks al! other citfes in its 
class by one-fifth Im the matter of the annual 
death rate. It also is shown that human life 
of the young in this city, as revealed by sta- 
tistics, is much safer than in New York, 
Boston, Philadelphia, or any similar cities. 
A summary of the government conclusions 
from the figures presented appears this week 
in the city health department bulletin. 


Chicago’s death rate, compared with that | 


of St. Louis is less by 23.5 per cent. Chica- 
g0’s rate is 14.61 per thousand, while the rate 
of the others, averaged, is 10.11 per cent. 
The Philadelphia rate is 28.81 per cent higher, 
the Boston rate 29.6 higher, the New York 
rate 37.5 per cent higher, and that of Balti- 
more 37.5 higher. 

This city also is less fraught with peril to 
the young, the death rate for diseases of in- 
fants being 33 per cent lower than the next 
nearest city, Philadelphia. 

Summarizing, the health department bul- 
letin comments: 

** Life certainly is *‘ strenuous’ in Chicago, 
but the figures show that the average Chica- 
goan can stand ‘ strenuosity’ 12 per cent 
better than the New Yorker.” 

Ideal weather from a health standpoint 
during the last week has been followed by the 
lowest hospital population reported since No- 
vem ber. 

During the four and one-half working days 
of the week food inspectors in the “ loop ”’ 
district condemned 20,159 pounds of unfit 
foodstuffs and the inspectors at the Union 
Stockyards destroyed a total of 151,136 
pounds of tainted meat. The public water 
supply was *‘ safe” from all stations. 
‘Deathes from all causes were 471, against 
476 the previous week.
